Applicant argues: 

A) Ueno either 1) stores the data before it is sent to the child node; or 2) stores the data while it is being sent to the child node 

B) Ueno does not disclose "storing the collection of data in a data storage in the transferring node after completing the step of 
transferring" 

Examiner agrees with argument A (above), but disagrees with argument B (above). 

In referring to argument A (above), although the system of Ueno either stores the data before it is sent to the child node or stores the data 
while it is being sent to the child node, the claimed system operates in the same manner. The system of claim 1 shows receiving data in 
the transferring node and then transferring a copy of said data to a child node. The only way this can occur is if the transferring node 
stores the data before it is sent to the child node or stores the data while it is being sent to the child node. The transferring node cannot 
send data it does not have. 

In referring to argument B (above), the system of Ueno continues to store the data after the data has been sent. Storing the collection of 
data in the transferring node after it has been sent is the purpose of the transferring node (refered to as a cache node in Ueno) of Ueno 
(Ueno, col. 1, lines 39-45).
